as i wrote ydu, i have completed another book on the assassination of theyjresudent. 
it may seem paranoia to you, but i can conceive a eomectiog between that and what burke 
marsnall has done, in confidence, because 1 feared this, the adverse ef. ect it could have 
on the future if not the. survival of the senator, i desired to prevent what is in today's 
times ana every radio station, i therefore sought out senator Charles aathias , who has 
known roe for some years, "'and told him of some of the official evidence in this took, 
inckuding what the warren com.ission did not have, sorae of what i have been beseeching 
you to see. senator mathias offered to speak to your senator, i asked him not to because 
i have long tihleeved that Ids personal interest lies in maintaining a position of detach^ 
meat on this question* if you will consult your files, you will find abundant confirmation 
of this, i asked senator mathias, to whom i as sending a copy of this letter, not (to 
involve your senator, he reported to me thatfe he had spoken to burke marshall, a friend

is a syeopnant is beyond question, mr. marshall has seen fit to force into court ay 
efforts to get only pictures of official evidence he has had the originals of, the 
clothing itself, shown to mr. lattinore, i can ohly conjecture, i cannot imagine any 
good either of tnese two things has done or can do your senator or his reputation or 
that of his family, i can and i do challenge you to confront the evidence in my possession 
that he hasn't the slightest idea of the mute evidence of this clothing and the enormous 
historical, if not sore immediate harm, he lias done your senator.
